TROUBLE HAS BEEN LONG EXPECTED 


Coal Diggers Who Ieft the Virden

Virden, Il!., October 12.—The arrival of 
the imported negroes from the seuth at 
12:30 o clock today was followed by ua 
desperate battle, 

Five hundred shots were exchanged be- 
tween the strikers cn one side and Sheriff 
Davenport and his deputies and -railroad 
police on the other. 

A Chicagyv and Alton special policeman 
is among the killed; his name is said te 
be D. Kiley, 

When the Chicago and Alton train bear- 
ing the negroes arrived it was met by fully 
1,300 armed miners, who were lined up on 
each side of the track between the te!e- 
graph office and the mine of the Chicago 
and Virden Coal Company. The train was 
stopped immediately in front of the east 
gates to the stockade and the trouble be- 
gan. Dozens of shots were fired from the 
Stockade at the white men, while the

It is said that six men were wounded 
inside the stockade, but this has not been 
verified, and those inside the stockade re- 
fuse to communicate with outsiders. 

For the past two weeks rumors have 
reached Virden that a train having negroes 
from Alabama would reach the city, and 
the Chicago and Alton depot has been sur- 
rounded day and night by miners awaiting 
their arrival. 

Train Comes Loaded with Negroes. 

Today the Chicago and Alton limited due 
to pass here at 10 o’clock en route to Chi- 
cago shot through here an hour late dis- 
playing flags on the rear indicating that 
a train was following. Immediately the 
word was spread, and a dense crowd of 
miners lined the station platform, while 
another crowd collected at the entrance of 
the stockade a half mile north of fthe 
station. D. B. Kiley, a Chicago and Al- 
ton detective, stood guard at a switch at 
the south end of the station platform to 
see that it was not tampered with. 

At 12:30 o’clock the special train passed 
the station, and a signal was fired from 
the south end of the train announcing its 
arrival. 

Immediately shots were fired from the 
moving train and outside, and the battle 
was on. A few moments after the train 
had passed the switch where Kiley was 
stationed, and while he was talking with 
two citizens, he threw up his arms and 
dropped dead, with a bullet through his 
brain. He was the first man killed. The 
train continued to the stockade, the miners 
firing into it all along the route and the 
negro passengers returning the fire. The 
moment the train reached the stockade 
the miners opened a desperate fire with win- 
chesters, revolvers and firearms of all de- 
scriptions. ‘The negroes on the train an- 
swered with a steady fire. 

The miners and the train were enveloped 
in a cloud of smoke and the shooting sound-

LABOR SHAN'T BE IMPORTED

Springfield, Ill., October. 12.—In an inter- 


view with Governor Tanner this evening 


regarding the Virden riot he said: 


“Mr. T. €. Louck, president, and Mr. 
Lutkin, superintendent of the Virden Coal 
Company, at 12:40 o'clock today made good 
their threats to land a train load of im- 
ported laborers fromthe south and at- 
tempted to put them to work in their 
mines at the point of the bayonet and the 
muzzie of the winchester, such laborers 
being drawn largely if not entirely from 
the criminal class, ex-convicts, who Jearn- 
ed their trade while doing time in the penl- 
tentiar.es of Alabama, after having been 
ful.y advised and having full Knowledge of 
the landing of such imported laborers 
would precipitate a riot. 1 had wired them 
if they brought these imported laborers 
they did so at their own peril and under 
the circumstances would be morally re- 
sponsible and criminally liab.e for anything 
that might happen. The killed and wound- 
ed are largely idle miners who were on the 
Outside. ‘ihe others were the hired guards 
who were brought along by the coal com- 
pany. Most, if not all, of the latter was 
non-residents of Illinois. There is no means 
of learning their names or whereabouts for 
the reason that they dechined. to give them 
out. know.ng, perhaps, that they are crimi- 
naily liable for murder, as they had no per- 
mission trom any officer in lLIliinoig au- 
inerizing or deputizing them to act as 
deputy marshals or deputy sheriffs. ln- 
stant.y on learning of the trouble | directed 
Adjutant General- Reece to order Captain 
Craig, of the Galesburg battery, and one 
company of the.

His fire- 
man seized the throttle, pulled it open 
ani with a jerk the train was under speed 
carrying a load of wounded negro passen- 
gers to Springfield. How many were 
wounded is not known. The train stop- 
ped at the stcckade but two minutes. Its 
departure did not cause the firing to cease. 
The tower of the stockadé was filied with 
Saarp shooters. 

Fired Upon Union Miners. 

Armed with winchesters, they kept up 
a steady fire into the crowd of union min- 
ers. Eye-witnesses gay the miners were 
killed after the train had departed. It is 
not Known how many men are stationed 
behind the walls of the stockade, but an 
estimate places them between twenty-five 
and forty. It is claimed that six men 
within the stockade were wounded, but as 
those inside refuse to hold any communi- 
cation with the outside, nothing can be 
learned. Word was, however, sent to the 
physicians in town that their services were 
needed. 

The supply and provision store of the 
Chicago-Virden Coal Company is known as 
the Climax Trading Company, with Super- 
intendent J. Ff. Eyswr in charge. 

At 2 o'clock, after the firing at the stock- 
ade had subsided, an attack without a 
parallel in the history of the trouble was 
made on Eyster in his store in the maim, 
street one biock from the depot, which 
will probably cost him dis life. He was 
sitting in his store when his telephone 
rang and he was Instructed from the stock- 
ade to secure physicians and hurry them 
to the place. Eyster jumped into his de- 
livery wagon, and securing two doctors, 
rushed with them to the mines. He re- 
turned to his store, climbed out of his 
Wagon and was just entering the door 
when the cry was raised that Manager 
Fred Lukens, of the mines, was with 
him, , 

With a rush a throng of infuriated min- 
ers pressed toward the store. Eyster ran 
behind a counter with a revolver in each 
hand. The miners pressed hard after him 
and as Eyster sprang upstairs he and the 
nmuaers began shooting simultaneously. 
He ran to the top of his building and 
jumped behind a chimney, while the min- 
ers ran into the street and opened on 
ahim.

PARIS PAPERS. FIA 
TERMS OF PEACE 


Journals Seem te Know All About 
‘Workings of Commission 


MEMBERS DECLINE TO. TALK 


One Paper Asserts a Split Is Likely Te 
Occur on Phitippines, 


AMERICA'S DEMANDS ARE SUGGESTED 


If Sensational Stories Can Stop Ne- 
gotiations Between Spanish and 
United States Representa- 
tives No Peace Will Be 
Obtained. 


Paris, October 12.—The American peace 
commission held a session today, but, as 
usual, the-subjects under consideration 
were not disclosed. 

According to the Gaulois, the joint sit- 
ting yesterday of the peace commission 
was devoted to an examination of the solu- 
tion which it is possible to give to two 
questions in the protocol. 

The Philippine question, The Gaulois 
adds, was discussed incidentally, the Unit- 
ed States seeking to fmpose systems of 
compensations, under which the United 

tates would claim, it is said, the entire 
group‘of the Philippine islands and assume 
their debt, provided Spain guarantees the 
Cuban debt. <As to the Spaniards, it fur- 
ther appears, they would like the United 
States to assume the Cuban debt and to 
surrender to Spain all the war material in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

The discussion among the commissioners 


yesterday, still according to The Gaulois, | 


was animated. Judge Day, the president 
of the American commission, and Senor 
Montero Rios, the president of the Span- 
ish commission, having received precise 
instructions from their respective gov- 
ernments, the American commissioners 
consider that no disctission is possible on 
the principles themselvés, which, in a cer- 
tain measure, “serve as the basis of the 
protocol. This first preliminary, accord- 
ing to them, while being merely of a pro- 


visional nature, should be rigorously ob- | 


served. They add: 

‘“‘When Spain was overturned at the con- 
clusion of peace, her power in Cuba was 
crushed absolutely, and in consequence, 


Spain no 
herself about the destiny of the Antilles 


islands.’’ 

To these arguments the Spaniards, The 
Gaulois also says, reply 
col was signed at a’ moment so critical 
that in the face of so imperious necessity 


that it cannot be considered as being grat- | 


ified by the sovereign free wish of the 
nation. In this fact, they conclude, ex- 
ists a sufficient reason to allow of their 
non-acceptance as definite the preliminary 
conventions relating to Cuba, 

“The arrival, therefore, at an wunder- 
standing,’’ says The Gaulols, ‘offers grave 


difficulties, and one asks with anxiety how 
the negotiations will eventually terminate.” 


In diplomatic circles .\ere it is declared 
that the conjectures of the newspapers on 
the problems before the peace commissions 
are not justified by facts. It is added that 
the relations between the two commissions 
are in no way so delicate as the newspa- 
pers indicate. 

The American commission, at 5 o'clock 
today, engaged in its first function outside 
of purely diplomatic lines. The Figaro at 
the hall of its own building, entertained the 
members of both commissions with a stage 
performance in which Coquelin, Loie Ful- 
ler and others took part, and which was 
witnessed by the Spanish ambassador, 
Senor Leon y Castillo; the United States 
ambassador, General Horace Porter, and 
about 200 representatives of the best Paris 
society, in addition to the members of both 
peace commissions.

Statue to Austin Blair Is Unveiled at 
the Capital City. 

Lansing, Mich., October 12.—This city’s 
Population was augmented today by up- 
ward of 30,000 residents of other portions 
of the state, who came to witness the un- 
veiling of a statue of Austin Blair, erected 
On the statehouse grounds in front of the 
main entrance, to commemorate the life, 
deeds and character of Michigan’s famous 
war governor.

TEST FOR NEW REVENUE ACT. 


Two Members.of Chicago Board of 
Trade Will Make a Fight.

Washington, October 12.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Hecker, of Michigan, looms up again 
and in a way not particularly complimenta- 
ry to the secretary of war.

He cannot possibly know as much about 
these matters as experienced officers who 
might have been sent. In his party there 
are several other Michigan men _ who, 
aceording to the current gossip, know 
little about it as he. The prevailing 
opinion is that this gang has gone down 
there primarily to have an eye to the good 
things that may be developed, though os- 
tensibly on important army business, 

However that may be, it is certain that 
Hecker is down there now, and that he will 
not come back until after the election. The 
commission will have no chance at him 
until after that important event. All that 
is good is to be crowded before the com- 
mission before then, and if there {is any 
crookedness—in Hecker’s department or in 
any other—it is not to be developed until 
after the votes have been cast.

gether a shrewder or more intensely earn- 
est lot. They are in for business, and -to 
many this is their only means of liveli- 
hood. Those who have attended a horse- 
Swappers’ convention realize fully that the 
Stories of “Georgia Scenes” in which Ned 
Brace figured so prominently were not 
overdrawn. . 

The way in which these traders gather 
and swap horses-~ind Wes—revives the 
Stories and scengés of earlier days, when 
the art of horse trading Was in its as- 
cendancy, but which has gradually de- 
clined as the march of progress and civili- 
zation hag advanred.

Fine Section of Country, Rich in Pro- 
ductive Capacity, Will Now Be 
Opened Up. 
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Loganville, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
It was a memorable day for Logansville 
and the Logansville people—when the last 
spike was driven in her new rallroad, 

The Loganville and Lawrenceville 
branch of the Seaboard Ajir-Line railroad 
was completed and a gold spike was the 
last to be driven at the end of the line. At 
noon also a fine luncheon was served by 
the ladies of the town to the seventy-five 
or 100 hands who were employed in laying 
the track. 

For many years Loganville has been try- 
ing to get a railroad to her town, and now 
that she has one, she feels proud of her- 
self and showed how proud she felt by 
turning out in full force to do honor to 
the occasion of the driving of the last and 
gold spike. 

The Loganville and Lawrenceville branch 
is eleven miles in length, this town be ng 
the terminus. It connects with the Sea- 
board Air-Line and through 
where work on the depot buildings is be 
pushed. 

The road passes through one of the finest 
cotton raising sections in the state of Geor- 
gia and connects probably the finest with 
the outside world. The terr-tory surround- 
ing this place for five or seven miles in 
every direction is one of the prettiest and 
finest cotton sections jn the south, and not 
only is cotton a great plant here, but corn 
and wheat are raised in abundance and 
everything can be raised here profitably. 

Loganville itself is a town of 30 Inhabi- 
tants and is one of the best business p-aces 
in the state. At present she has only nine 
stores, but more are being built and there 
is not a vacant house in the town. There 
ure among the smaller industries worthy of 
mention one carriage and buggy manufac- 
tory, two large grist mill industries, two 
large cotton ginneries, several blacksmith 
and shoe shops as well es a tannery. There 
are also two or three large granite quar- 
ries here, but these have never been worked 
to any considerable extent. 

The Loganville and Lawrenceville branch 
Was projected several years ago, but the 
work never assumed a fine shape until last 
summer. Then through the efforts of our 
citizens the services of Mr. J. H: Thibe- 
deaux, an old railroad man, was secured ta 
boom the town with the Seaboard officials. 
This he proceeded to do by first going over 
the country surrounding and making a very 
careful extimate of its condition, enter- 
prises, industries, ete. Armed with plenty 
of statistics and with a big subscription he 
and other gentlemen went to Portsmouth 
and consulted the officials. The latter were 
favorably impressed and an engineer, Cap- 
tain Lugoff, was sent here to make a pre- 
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liminary survey of the tine. Then came a 
permanent survey after a contract was 
made to the effect that Loganville should 
grade and furnish the ties for the road 
gmii the Seaboard to do the rest. Finally 
Captain Wright was awarded the contract 
for grading and our citizens began getting 
crossties. Now the road is nearly finished 
and loganville is overjoyed over the work.

THE COMMITTEE ON ELECTRIC AND 
other railways of the city council, which 
has had under consideration the - applica- 
tions of the Consolidated and the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company for additional 
franchises, has practically decided on its 
report. The committee will meet again 
this afternoon for the formulation of this 
report and unless some changes are made 
from the present decision the following 
recommendations will be made: 

The application of the Atlanta Railway 
Company, which asks for franchises from 
Grant park through West End and: west 
Atlanta to the center of the city, thereby 
establishing a complete system reaching 
every werd in Atlanta, will be granted 
throughout, 

The tracks of the Consolidated from 
Broad street to the bridge on Mitchell 
street will be condemned in order*to allow 
the Atlanta Railway Company to complete 
its system across town vif Mitchell street. 

Both the Consolidated and the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company will be allowed 
to cross the new viaduct, and they will be 
granted the franchises they ask for in 
west Atlanta with the exception of Mag- 
nolia_ street. As both companies want 
tracks on this thoroughfare, the commit- 
teemen have come to no conclusion as yet 
as to this street. Some agreement may be 
made, however, whereby both companies 
may be granted the franchise on Magnolia 
street jointly. 

THe committeemen believe there is great 
need of more street car lines in the city 
and are also strongly in favor of encour- 
aging competition. In granting the Atlanta 
company the rights of way in west At- 
lanta there may be a provision that at 
least two of its cross-town lines be built 
in a stipulated time. As the officials of the 
company have already stated they are 
ready and have the money to build their 
proposed extensions, it is thought this pro- 
vision will not hinder the construction of 
the lines, 

Will Charge for the Viaduct. 

The companies will not be allowed to 
cross the viaduct free of cost. It has been 
practically decided to levy a charge of $75) 
a year on each company for every ten cars 
and $50 a year for every additional car. 
It is probable neither the Consolidated 
nor the Atlanta company will object to 
these charges, as both have expressed a 
willingness to pay for the privileges. 

With both companies crossing the via- 
duct, and with so many lines radiating to 
different parts of the city, the street car 
service of Atlanta will be greatly im- 
proved. If both companies succeed in 
building all the ines they ask for, the 
traveling public will experience little in- 
convenience in reaching the carshed., 

The completion of the new system of the 
Atlanta company means the strongest com- 
petition Atlanta has experienced in street

“So far as the alleged Slapping of my 
face is cOncerned, Mr. Barnett only struck 
at me from hehind the counter. I stood 
by the desk for gome fifteen minutes, and 
When this had qui¢ted down, took my coat 
and Jeft the hotel. I returned at noon, 
was there that evening, and slept that 
night in my room.

“I would not have referred to this mat- 
ter but fur the article in this morning's 
paper, stating that my face had been 
slapped.

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THE TROOPS AT FORT McPHERSON 
were made happy yesterday by the appear- 
ance of a paymaster from the départment 
of the gulf with a bundle of bills under his 
arm that necessitated an escort of soldiers 
for the short walk from the train to the 
barracks office. 

The paymaster was somewhat belated and 
the more anxious of the convalescents from 
the hospitals who were delayed from leav- 
ing on furloughs by the continued delay of 
the paymaster doubted seriously that he 
would ever come. An order was_ issued 
from the department of the gulf a week 
ago directing one of the many paymasters 
at the department to pay off all the troops 
at the post up to date, and he should have 
made the payments some days ago, but 
for some reason was delayed until yester- 
day. 

Over seventy patients from the hospitals 
who were considered well enough to leave 
for their homes had been given furloughs 
and for several days they were detained 
at the post because they had no money 
outside of the bare traveling expenses fur- 
nished them by the. government. 

While in the hespitals the’salaries of the 
men have been coming to them regularly, 
but much of the money coming in this 
way goes for delicacies and other things not 
furgished by the government. ; 

Of the large number of patients given 
furloughs recently none of them were sup- 
plied with enough money to warrant their 
leaving for home, and hence they were 
compelled to await the coming of the pay- 
master. ; 

Yesterday each man at the post was 
given his pay up to date and satisfaction 
reigned supreme. Most of the number who 
had been given furloughs and were com- 
pelled to wait for the paymaster left yes- 
terday afternoon and fast night for their 
homes, where they will stay out the limit 
of the leave granted them and return in 
better condition for service. 

On all of the cars of the Traction line 


running to Fort MePherson two 
soldiers of the garrison were car- 
ried, with loaded guns and bay- 


onets fixed to prevent disorder on the part 
of any soldiers celebrating the occasion or 
otherwise happy in view of the arrival of 
pay day. Serious complaints have been 
made by the patrons of the line on former 
pay days against the disorder and general 
lawlessness of the troops riding from town, 
and Captain Forbes, the commandant of 
the post, decided that he would do all in his 
power to protect the passengers yesterday. 

It was at the instance of Captain Forbes 
that men of the provost guard were placed 
on the cars, and as a consequence the 
troops Who spent the day in painting the 
town red.were Kept quiet when they took 
the car for the barracks. ° 

One soldier was placed in the front and 
one on the back of each car and this form 
of discipline served to quell the spirits of 
the troops. 

No Reply from War Department. 

No answer was received from Washing- 
ton yeste@day in regard to the validity of 
the contract given by Major Taylor to the 
Woodward Lumber Company for the erec- 
tion of the ten new pavilion hospitals at 
the post. The matter was submitted to the 
secretary of war and to the surgeon general 
by Colonel Simpson some days ago for their 
decision, and it was belleved that the em- 
ergency for the hospitals would demand an 
early answer, but none has so far been re- 
ceived. .

HARTLEY’S GREAT NERVE. 


An Historical Incident of the Siege of 


Gibraltar. 
From The London Chronicle. 

The most memorable siege of: Gibraltar, 
indeed, one of the most memorab'e of all 
sleges, was that which the fortress sus- 
tained from the combined sea forces of 
France and Spain during the years 1779 to 
1783. The great attack on the place was 
made on the 13th of September, 1782, and 
all the resources of power and science 
were exhausted by the assailants in the 
fruiti¢ss attempt. 

It was on this day that an humble pri- 
vate performed an act which history has 
handed down to us. The bus ness of the 
siege progressed. The rock hit by batteries 
sent forth its splinters to deal destruction 
around at every impuct of the Spanish shot, 
but the return fire was ur the most telling 
description and most steadily kept up by 
the British. - 

But removed from the smoke and din, in 
the laboratory of the garrison, surrounded 
by the chemistry of war, sat one man, an 
humble private. His it was, waile his ¢om- 
rades worked the guns in the suffocating 
casements of the covered batteries, to pre- 
pare the shells for the use of the mor- 
tars. A dangerous task—so dangerous, in 
fact, that even the examination of the 
deadly missiles is considered sufficientiy 
perilous on board ship to warrant a stage 
being slung over the side tu be occupied by 
omy one or tWuo men, the others deing Kept 
at a distance. But famuarity with ‘per.J 
robs men of their fear, and Hartley sat 
busily making ready shell] after shell, fill- 
img them with the explosive composition, 
aud afterwards fitting in the fuses, driving 
them home and ranging the prepared ghelis 
in cases till they snould Be itinhed to be 
sent in fiery arcs to deal death und de- 
struction among the enemy. 

The laboratory was at that time full of 
explosive material, every grain of which 
was of inestimable value to the beleaguered 
garrison, and it had been = accordinely 
placed in a position which rgadered it im- 
possible forethe shot or shell of the enemy 
to reach it. But now the danger guarded 
against from without threatened, if pos- 
sible, more terribly from within—threatened 
to destroy at one blow the whole of the 
explosive compounds stored for defense. 
and this at a time when such a loss would 
have been irreparable. 

Shell after shell had been filled, the grim 
black spheres, as they lay ready, giving 
but small signs of their deadiy power—the 
force tnat should rend chem into innumer- 
able shreds of cast iron, each to maim 
or slay. 

Suddenly, while calmly proceeding with 
his work, and driving a fuse into a fresh- 
filled shell, the fuse took fire, hissing loudly 
as it discharged its rain of sparks, and 
burning rapidiy away. There seemed hard- 
ly time for thought, much less for action, 
and the first feelings of Hartley were those 
of blank dismay. 

He ‘had seen the discharge and flight of 
shells so often, that he knew he could only 
reckon upon its burning for a few seconds, 
and then would come a dire explosion that 
would act upon thg part of the fortress 
where the was like an earthquake—the burst- 
ing of the shell being, as it were, but the 
flash in the pan that would prelude the 
blowing up of the laboratory. But with 
the calmness of the man whose trade was

Southern Pacific Will Conduct Busi- 
ness from Texas Port:

Washington, October 12.—Secretary Alger 
will recommend to congress that the exist- 
ing railroad system in Cuba be extended so 
as to form a line running directly from 
Cape Maysi, at the east end of the island, 
to Cape Antonio, on the western extremity. 
He will also recommend that this work be 
undertaken by the United States govern- 
ment, and that congress appropriate the 
necessary funds. fhe road is a military 
necessity. The existing raiiroad system in 
Cuba is extremely crude; it is not possible 
to get troops within three or four hundred 
miles of Santiago by rail from Havana. 

No less important service to be served 
by the construction of the road is to re- 
store prosperity to the island at the earliest 
possible moment and alleviate the distress 
now existing among the native Cubans. 
The construction of the railroad witl give 
work to many of the unenyployed native 
laborers. 

As the road progresses sections of the 
country will be opened that are now inac- 
cessible to trade.

Joaquin Miller’s Pyre.

Joaquin Miller, the poet of the Sierras, 
has done many things to mark him as a 
man of rare eccentricity, and as a last 
crowning act of his strange career he has 
perfected all the arrangements for his own 
funeral and the incineration of his remains 
on a funeral pyre of his own construction. 

Far up on the top of a sterile eminence 
in the hills back of Oakland the quaint 
man of letters has buik hig bier. It is a 
solid mass of masonry, covering a space 
10x10 feet and standing eight feet high. It 
is composed of 620 huge granite boulders, 
set in solid cement, 

The big masonry pile has been designed 
with great care. he upper .surface is 
hollowed out to-a depth of two feet in the 
shape of a coffin. When the end of all 
things comes to him this space will be 
filled with wood and the body of the poet 
will be placed on the top of it all. The 
structure has been built so that a good 
draft will fan the blaze into flames when 
the torch is applied and make the crema- 
tion of the body certain. - 

The poet said, when questioned: “I shall 
be cremated here in the surroundings l 
love when life is over. I want no burial. 
I own these hundred acres and why should

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TONIGHT AT 8 O’CLOCK THE COLI- 
seum will be thrown open to the public— 
Jack Prince’s melodious voice will be pour- 
ed into the megaphone, and Jack will be 
himself again. In offering McDuffee to the 
Atlanta public Prince has a strong card. 
While he is unknown personally in the 
south, McDuffee is undoubtedly one of the 
best men in the world on a wheel. The 
sporting editor of a Boston paper has the 
following to say of McDuffee: 


“The season demonstrated that there 
were other riders in this sort of a race 
than Jimmy Michael, who this year was 
forced to take a secondary position among 
the middle distance riders. t#ddie Mc- 
Duffee earned for himself the title of mid- 
die distance champion, a title which he 
gained through nine consecutive victories, 
not counting the one which went to him 
on the decision of the referee at Philadel- 
phia, a decision which all followers of the 
sport admit was right and proper under 
the circumstances. By some it is claimed 
that McDuffee won his first victory over 
Michael by a fluke. Those who saw that 
race, and the exhausted condition in which 
Michael was when he fell off his wheel, 
know fully well to what extent a fluke 
figured in that contest. McDuffee earned 
his title by hard riding, and during the 
season broke and made more records than 
did any other one man in the racing game 
in the civilized world.,’’ 


It has cost Prince a pile of money to 
bring such @ man south, but he knows 
from experience that good racing, and only 
good racing, will go in Atlanta, and he has 
come prepared to give that tq the public 
this year. McDuffee was out on the track 
yesterday for a work-out, and he showed 
up in magnificent shape. The pace-makers 
were working with the champion, and 
there was not a team on the track that he 
could not beat out in a hot finish. 

Walthour and Repine were riding with 
him, and they both looked equally as good 
as the man they are going to race against. 


While McDuffee is undoubtedly the best | 


man in the world for fifteen miles, there 
are many who do not believe that he is 
good enough to beat two men like Walthour 
and Repine. Either one of them he would 
have no trouble in defeating, but after one 
of them has given him a hot race for 
seven and a half miles, the other one will 
come on fresh, and then it will be a great 
race to the finish. It is not known yet 
which rider will go the first half and which 
the last. This matter will be decided by 
the toss of a coin on the track. Both of 
the boys are anxious to ride the last half, 
as they both want the pleasure of trying. 
to beat the great rider across the tape. 
They are both about equal, so it matters 
not which one rides the last half. McDuffee 
will have to keep going the full distance. 

The Kraemer brothers, the great tandem 
team, were Out on the track yesterday 
afternoon, and if they do not win the 
tandem pursuit race it will surprise all 
who have seen them ride. They are both 
powerful fellows, and one of them especially 
is a man of the most perfect build. They 
have been doing tandem work together for 
years, and they probably outclass anything 
in this country. The largest one of the 
pair in working out yesterday rode a tan- 
dem with the rear seat vacant, and he 
easily kept pace with the men on the single 
wheels. 

The first race on the programme will be 
a professional handicap im which all of 
the best riders will take part. Then will 
come the tandem pursuit race, and the last 
race on the programme will be the big 
match race. The races will start at 8 
o’clock, and, barring accidents, they 
should be over very shortly after 10 o’clock. 

The Fifth regiment band will furnish the 
music, and everything will be done to 
please the patrons of the races. The boxes 
have been greatly improved, many of them 
being made smaller, so that they will seat 
only four people. The boxes are on sale 
at F. G. Byrd's bicycle store, and last 
night only a few of them remained.

On 
his face a short red beard and a swag 
ger in _ general make-up which woul id 
nave given him the plaudits of a border 
town in the old days.
